REMARKS 

This application was filed with 58 claims. Claims 1-37 and 53-58 have been 

cancelled. New Claim 59 has been added. Therefore, Claims 38-52 and 59 are 
pending in the Application. 



Restriction/Election Requirement 

In response to the requirement that Applicant elect a single disclosed species 
for initial prosecution on the merits, Applicant has elected Species B (Fig. 3) with 
Claims 38-45 readable on the elected species. 

The remaining Claims 46-52 are readable on non-elected Species C (Figs. 4 and 
5). Applicant submits that new Claim 59 is generic. After allowance of Claim 59, 
Applicant requests that Claims 46-52 be considered. 



Amendments to the Claims 
Certain claims have been amended to change multiple dependencies. 



Amendments to the Specification 
Portions of the Specification (including the title) have been amended to deleted 
material directed solely to cancelled claims.
